SIX LINES. 


Mr. Sun Fo, the Commissioner 
of the Bureau of Construction in 
Canton, has been for some time 
planning a system of railways ‘to 
‘be constructed in the province of 
Kwangtung, the building of which, 
he considers, is an absolute neces- 
sity for the, welfare and. prosperity 
of the people, and should be. taken 
in. hand a3 goon as circumstances 
permit, 

Besides,the urgent necessity of 
completing the Canton-Hankow, 
Railway, work on which das been, 
in abeyance since. the Revolution, 


"lit is reported that Mr. Sun is about 


to propose, for the consideration 
of the Committee of Political 
Affairs, a system of six railways 
for early construction. 

The first of the proposed rail- 
ways is the ‘Canton-Macao line, :to 

ass ‘through | such important 
eentres as Chun Chen.and Kong- 
Moon. 

. Tae second’ suggested line is the 
Nam Hung-Kuikiang Railway, start- 
ing at Shui Kwan connecting with: 
the Canton-Hankow Railway ‘and 
branching off across the Nam Hung 
Pass into Kwangsi, to the Kuikiang 
on the Yangtsze River. 

The third proposal is the Canton- 

Amoy Railway, starting from Kan- 
lanhu, connecting with the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway, 
through Waichow, Ping Shan, Hoi 
Fung, Luk Fung, Chac.Chow, Yao 


Ping into. Kukien, Chao-on, cauiee fs

The fourth proposed tine. is the

GOOLE TNTERPRISE F FOR. | 
BETTER SUPPLY. 


There are several notable fea- se 


tures of the ferro-concrete water- 
tower, whicli is approaching com- 
pletion at Goole. .It is claimed to 
be the largest of tha kind in 
Britain, and though another at 
Rosario in South Africa has a} 
larger capacity; it is not so high, 


More than "19 months - have |! 
passed since Messrs. Arnold, con- 
tractors, of Doncuster, working in 
conjunction with Mr. E. J. Sil- 
cock, consulting ongineer, of 
London and Leeds, began the task 
of ‘construction, As the stage 
within a few feet of the tank floor 
has now been reached, it is ox- 
pected that the tower .will be 
completed in June. | ' 


The tower will be 155 feet high, 
including the foundations, which 
have been:sunk to ea depth of ten! - 
feet. With a height of 22. feet 


‘and a diameter of 90 Feet, the tank 


has a capacity of 750,000 gallons, 
and will be divided into two com-| 
partménts. Tho -total weight of 
the structure, including the water, 
will be botweon 7,000 and 8,000 
tons, ‘i 


This new'tower forms part of a 
waterworks schemo, involving an 
exponditure of £50,000, and in- 
cluding’a new bpre hole 600 foot, 
deep, tested tp 1,250,000 gallons-a 
day, new pumping machinery, and
